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Request for Supplemental 
Appropriations 


Announcement of the President’s Request to Congress 
for Funds for Various Federal Departments and 
Agencies. October 8, 1965 

President Johnson last night signed a request to Con- 
gress for supplemental appropriations amounting to 
$134,966,000 for various departments and agencies. It 
was transmitted to Congress this afternoon. 

Excluding supplementals and budget amendments to 
finance our efforts in Viet-Nam, the additional funds 
requested today will not increase the total new obligational 
authority proposed in the 1966 budget. 

The specific requests of major interest are as follows: 
Department of Agriculture 

The sum of $17,000,000 is requested to provide grant 


assistance in the development of rural water and water 
disposal systems. 


Depariment of Health, Education, and Welfare 
$101,746,000 


The sum of $3,500,000 is requested to provide funds 
to the Office of Education for planning seven residential 
vocational schools to meet the special needs of youths 
living in crowded and slum conditions. 

Legislation is now pending before the Congress to pro- 
vide for educational improvement grants and scholarships 
for schools of medicine, dentistry, and allied health pro- 
fessions. The sum of $23,246,000 is requested for this 
purpose. 

An additional $50,000,000 is requested for grants for 
waste treatment works construction. Of this amount, 
$30,000,000 will support grants for additional waste 
treatment works projects qualifying under the increased 
ceilings allowed by the Water Quality Act of 1965. The 
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remaining $20,000,000 will provide funds for demonstra- 
tion projects and research for solution of sewage control 
problems. 


The sum of $25,000,000 is requested to provide grants 
to support new cooperative arrangements among medical 
schools, hospitals, research centers, and practicing physi- 
cians in the killer disease programs, as authorized by the 
recently enacted Heart Disease, Cancer, and Stroke 
Amendments of 1965. 


The five items above account for $118,746,000 of the 
total $134,966,000 requested.

Concession Rights in the 
National Parks 


Statement by the President Upon Signing Bill 
Establishing Policies Governing Concession Rights. 
October 9, 1965 


I have today signed into law H.R. 2091 establishing 
policies governing concession rights in our national parks. 

The bill is supported by the Department of Interior, 
and by a strong bipartisan majority in the Congress. It 
is designed to stimulate the development of better facilities 
for the tens of millions of Americans who enjoy our na- 
tional parks each year. In essence it writes into law the 
concessions policies that have been followed by the Interior 
Department in the past on a regulatory basis. 

It is not enough, however, to establish such policies for 
one department alone. Both the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Corps of Engineers provide recreational op- 
portunities for millions of Americans each year. To the 
extent that it is practical to do so, the Government should 
have a common policy governing concessions on federally- 
owned lands. 

Therefore, I have asked the Director of the Bureau of 
the Budget to make a thorough study of policies governing 
concessions currently in force, and to recommend a com- 
mon approach to the granting of concessions by all Fed- 
eral agencies. This study will be completed and recom- 
mendations made by April 1, 1966. 

In order that new concession agreements entered into 
by the Department of Interior under the terms of this bill 
may be reviewed in the light of the Bureau of the Budget 
study, I have asked Secretary Udall to limit the terms of 
those concessions to 1 year, whenever practicable. This 
will give the administration and the Congress an opportu- 
nity to examine the desirability of new legislation affecting 
all publicly-owned lands. 

It is important that the operation of attractive facilities 
be encouraged in our national parks. It is just as impor- 
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tant that lands belonging to the whole people be managed 
in a way that benefits the people for whom they are held 
in trust.

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THE PRESIDENT’S SALUTE TO CONGRESS 


Remarks Prepared for Delivery at the Entertainment Honoring the 
Members of the 89th Congress. October 11, 1965 


I consulted the leadership last Tuesday at breakfast about suitable 
entertainment for this evening. 

Speaker McCormack, Carl Albert, and Mike Mansfield volunteered 
to sing “Show Me the Way To Go Home.” 

I don’t even know that song. I was brought up singing, “Work— 
For the Night is Coming.” 

Finally, I called a Congressman whose advice I respect, but I got no 
answer. When I asked him about it tonight, he said, “Mr. President, 
I heard the phone ringing, but I couldn’t answer it. Larry O’Brien was 
in my office and he wouldn’t let go of my arm.” 

Several columnists have written recently that the Congress has been 
“reversing the President.” Well, my answer to that is in that old song 
we used to sing when I was a young man in the hills of Texas: “Just Keep 
on Doing What You’re Doing, ’Cause I Love What You’re Doing to Me.” 

In the beginning, one evening last January, I was your guest on 
Capitol Hill. In my State of the Union Message, I spoke of our common 
challenge to enlarge the meaning of life for every American. I spoke of 
our goal to elevate the quality of our civilization. I spoke on that hopeful 
night of the “excitement of great expectations.” 

There haven’t been many times in our history when the President 
could stand before Congress, at the end of a session, and express the 
gratitude and the pride that I feel tonight. 

There were many Congresses which weren’t interested in hearing 
what the President had to say. 


All too often, the relations between the executive and the legislative 
branches have been marred by bitterness. 

George Washington warned that his legislature would “form the 
worst government on earth” if some means were not found to stem its 
corruption. 

A great Republican, President Theodore Roosevelt, once wished he 
could turn loose 16 lions on his Congress. "When someone pointed out 
that the lions might make a mistake, he replied, “Not if they stayed there 
long enough.” 

We all remember the time Harry Truman named the 80th Congress 
“the second worst Congress in the history of the United States.” I can 
bring this up without fear of hurting anyone’s feelings here tonight, 
because I was a Member of that Congress, too. 

Well, now we are going to balance the ledger. Tonight, the Presi- 
dent of the United States is going on record as naming this session of 
Congress the greatest in American history. And I am well aware of 
what that statement means. 

I know the outstanding record of the 59th Congress under Theodore 
Roosevelt. That record included the Pure Food and Drug Act, the 


Meat Inspection Act, the railroad rate bill, and the Employer’s Liability 
Act. 


You have done more. 
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I. know the outstanding record of the 63d Congress under Woodrow 
Wilson. That. record ineluded: the Federal Reserve Act, the Claytom 
Anti-Trust Act, the Federal: Trade Commission: bill, and. the tariff bill. 

You have done more. 

I know the great record of the 73d Congress under Franklin Roose- 
velt. That record included the Emergency Relief Act, the Securities 
Act, the CCC Act, the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, the TVA, the 
Economy Act, the Agricultural Adjustment Act, NRA, and the FDIC. 

You have done more. 

From your committees and. both your Houses has.come the greatest 
outpouring of creative legislation in the history of this Nation. 

You passed legislation to fulfill the century-old promise of emancipa- 
tion. Today, where once men were afraid, they now walk proudly to 
the polling place. 

You passed legislation to ease the burden of sickness and want for 
older Americans. Today, though millions must face old age, they are 
no longer dependent on kinfolks for their medical care. 

You passed legislation that should brighten every classroom in Amer- 
ica. Once, the children of poverty began lifeon the hopeless road toward 
despair. ‘Today they havea new chance to hope and to achieve. 

You have promised to millions of American families. better housing 
and better homes, and a rebirth for our cities. 


You passed a poverty program so that poor families can train and 
work. 

You passed a bill that will meet. head-on the Nation’s top mur- 
derers—cancer, heart disease, and stroke. 

You told our cities and our industries that they must stop polluting 
our water and poisoning our air. 

You passed legislation to dam our rivers, to prevent floods, to produce 
power, and to provide beaches and playgrounds for our children. 

You gave us the blueprints for a rapid rail system to carry our com- 
muters of tomorrow. 

You passed a farm bill that puts more income in the farmer’s pocket 
and at the same time allows him to compete at home and abroad. 

You passed’ an immigration bill that no longer asks a man, “Where 
do you come from?” but, “What can youdo?” 

You have given local officials the tools to restore law and order on 
our streets. 

You passed the excise tax reduction. Ina little over 20 months, at 
current income levels, taxes have been cut a little over $20 billion. 

And tonight you serve notice on the spoilers of our Iandscape that 


we will battle with all we have to preserve the bounty of our land and the 
beauty of our countryside. 


Fread criticism in one newspaper not long ago that there was nothing 
new about what you have done. I read that you have simply enacted 
programs that have been “kicking around since New Deal days.” 

But let us look at the record: 

This. year you passed. a voting rights bill that for the first time teats 
down: the barrier of bias.that barred the way, to the polling booth. 

This year you passed a program of rent supplements for low-income 


families, a program which provides a brandnew approach to meet an 
ancient and long-neglected need. 
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This year you passed, and yesterday I signed, an act to establish 
heart, cancer, and stroke centers throughout the Nation. It is a new 
way to bring the miracles of medical research to the people. 


This year you passed a law to establish the Arts and Humanities 
Foundation—a vital new beginning to stimulate the creative talent of 
our Nation. 


Legislation to provide hospital services for the elderly has been before 
Congress for a long time. But you added a voluntary plan to furnish 
doctors’ services. You made the Medicare Act the biggest and boldest 
piece of health legislation ever to become law. 


Federal aid to education is also a battle-scarred veteran in Congress. 
But the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 contains a 
wealth of new and imaginative ideas to enrich our Nation’s schools. 

It provides more money than any aid-to-education legislation ever 
considered by any Congress. 


It offers every community a chance to bring the new techniques of 
teaching to the old art of learning. 


The higher education bill, now in conference, also embodies daring 
new programs for dealing with old, old problems. 


These bills and many more had their beginnings and their end in the 
89th Congress. 


The long list of major measures you have passed contains one ex- 
ample after another of new thinking, bold thinking, imaginative thinking. 
This has been the fabulous 89th Congress. 


All of us know that much remains to be done. But you have begun 


a march which will not be stopped. You are on the way to a society 
which produces not only goods, but greatness. 


It has been said that “great achievements raise a monument which 
shall endure until the sun grows cold.” Those words, though they were 
written many years ago, belong to you. 


You have honored the highest hopes of a Nation—and so tonight, 
we honor you. 


Many years ago Woodrow Wilson said of a Congress: “A little group 
of willful men, representing no opinion but their own, have rendered the 
Government of the United States helpless and contemptible.” 


Tonight, as we balance history’s ledger, I want to say of the 89th 
Congress: “An inspired group of dedicated Americans, representing a 


sense of national purpose, have written for the United States a new 
chapter in greatness.” 


I want to say to every Member of the 89th Congress—Democrat 
or Republican—who wrote and supported this record: Your people will 


revere you and reward you, and the Nation will honor you long after 
you are gone. 


NOTE: The remarks were prepared for delivery at the Department of State auditorium 
on October 7, as part of an evening of entertainment honoring the Members of the 
89th Congress. Since the House of Representatives remained in session throughout 
the evening and the Members were unable to be present for the occasion, the President 
spoke only briefly before leaving for the Naval Hospital, Bethesda, Md., where he 
was to undergo surgery the next morning.

Service Courts of Friendly Foreign 
Forces Within the United States 


Proclamation 3681. Dated October 10, 1965. 
Released October 11, 1965 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


Wuereas the Act of June 30, 1944, entitled “An Act 
to implement the jurisdiction of service courts of friendly 
foreign forces within the United States, and for other pur- 
poses” (58 Stat. 643; 22 U.S.C. 701-706), provides in 
part as follows: 

“Sec. 6. This Act shall be operative with respect to the 
military, naval; or air force of: any foreign state only after 
a finding and declaration by the President that the powers 
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and privileges provided herein are necessary for the main- 
tenance. of. discipline. The President may at amy time 
revoke such finding and declaration.” 

Wuereas there are within the United. States military, 
naval, or air forces.of Australia; 


Wuereas the Government of Australia. has made 
known its desire to exercise within the United States: juris- 
diction over offenses committed by members of their re- 
spective military, naval, or air forces;.and 

Wuereas the Australian Government has recognized 
the right of the United States military authorities to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction over certain offenses: committed by 
members of the United States armed forces in Australian 
territory and are undertaking to make available appropri- 
ate facilities for the effective exercise of such jurisdiction: 

Now, THEREFORE, I, LyNpon B. Jounnson, President 
of the United States of America, acting under and by vir- 
tue of the authority vested in me by Section 6 of the Act 
of June 30, 1944, do find and declare that the powers and 
privileges provided in that Act to implement the jurisdic- 
tion of courts martial or other military tribunals of friendly 
foreign forces within the United States are necessary for 
the maintenance of discipline of the military, naval, or air 
forces of Australia within the United States. 

In Witness Wuereor, I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the Seal of the United States of America to be 
affixed. 


Done at the City of Washington this tenth day of 
October in the year of our Lord. nineteen 
hundred and sixty-five, and of the. Independ-

Safeguarding of Vessels, Harbors, 
Ports, and Waterfront Facilities 


White House Announcement and Text of Executive 
Order 11249: Dated October 10, 1965. Released 
October 11, 1965 


President Johnson has signed am Executive Order 
entitled, “Amending Regulations Relating to the Safe- 
guarding of Vessels, Harbors, Ports, and Waterfront 
Facilities of the United States?’ 
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Executive Order 10173, issued in 1950, established 
regulations concerning the protection and security of 
vessels, harbors, and waterfront facilities. ‘The Coast 
Guard, as the responsible agency, has administered and 
enforced these regulations since that time. Recent ex- 
perience has indicated a need to expand the scope of these 
regulations by providing for the establishing of security 
zones over and adjacent to waters near areas where ship 
launchings are taking place in order to restrict the entry 
of persons or vessels by any manner or means. This 
amendment will accomplish that purpose. 

In addition, Executive Order 10173 is being amended 
to apply existing provisions to the newly authorized zones 
when they are established and to clarify the definition of 
a Captain of the Port. 

It is expected that with these amendments, the task of 
preventing damage or injury to vessels and waterfront 
facilities, as well as persons, will be made simpler and 
more effective. 


Executive Order 11249 


AMENDING REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE SAFEGUARD- 
ING OF VESSELS, Harsors, Ports, AND WATERFRONT 
FACILITIES OF THE UNITED STATES 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Act of 
August 9, 1950, 64 Stat. 427, which amended section 1 
of title II of the Act of June 15, 1917, 40 Stat. 220 (50 
U.S.C. 191), and as President of the United States, I 
hereby prescribe the following amendments of the regula- 
tions prescribed by Executive Order No. 10173 of October 
18, 1950, as amended by Executive Order No. 10277 of 
August 1, 1951, and Executive Order No. 10352 of May 
19, 1952, which regulations constitute Part 6, Subchap- 
ter A, Chapter 1, Title 33 of the Code of Federal Regula- 
tions: 

1. Section 6.01—3 is amended to read as follows: 

§ 6.01-3 Captain of the Port. “Captain of the Port” 
as used in this part, means the officer of the Coast Guard, 
under the command of a District Commander, so desig- 
nated by the Commandant for the purpose of giving im- 
mediate direction to Coast Guard law enforcement activi- 
ties within his assigned area. In addition, the District 
Commander shall be Captain of the Port with respect to 
remaining areas in his District not assigned to officers des- 
ignated by the Commandant as Captain of the Port. 

2. Section 6.01—4 is amended to read as follows: 

§ 6.014 Waterfront facility. ‘Waterfront facility” 
as used in this part, means all piers, wharves, docks, and 
similar structures to which vessels may be secured; areas 
of land, water, or land and water under and in immediate 
proximity to them; buildings on such structures or con- 
tiguous to them and equipment and materials on such 
structures or in such buildings. 

3. Anew section 6.01—5 is added to read as follows: 

§ 6.01-5 - Security zone. “Security zone” as used in 
this part, means all areas of land, water, or land and water, 
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which are so designated by the Captain of the Port for 
such time as he deems necessary to prevent damage or 
injury to any vessel or waterfront facility, to safeguard 
ports, harbors, territories, or waters of the United States 
or to secure the observance of the rights and obligations 
of the United States. 

4. Section 6.04—5 is amended to read as follows: 

§6.04-5 Preventing access of persons, articles or 
things to vessels, or waterfront facilities. The Captain 
of the Port may prevent any person, article, or thing from 
boarding or being taken or placed on board any vessel 
or entering or being taken into or upon or placed in or 
upon any waterfront facility whenever it appears to him 
that such action is necessary in order to secure such ves- 
sel from damage or injury or to prevent damage or injury 
to any vessel, or waterfront facility or waters of the United 
States, or to secure the observance of rights and obliga- 
tions of the United States. 

5. Anew section 6.04—6 is added to read as follows: 

§ 6.04-6 Establishing security zones; prohibitions with 
respect thereto. The Captain of a Port may establish 
security zones subject to the terms and conditions specified 
in §6.01-5. No person or vessel shall enter a security 
zone without the permission of the Captain of the Port. 
No person shall board or take or place any article or thing 
on board any vessel in a security zone without the per- 
mission of the Captain of the Port. No person shall take 
or place any article or thing upon any waterfront facility 
in any such zone without such permission. 

6. Section 6.04—7 is amended to read as follows: 

§ 6.04—7 Visitation, search, and removal. The Cap- 
tain of the Port may cause to be inspected and searched at 
any time any vessel, waterfront facility, or security zone, 
or any person, article, or thing thereon or therein, within 
the jurisdiction of the United States, may place guards 
upon any such vessel, waterfront facility, or security zone 
and may remove therefrom any and all persons, articles, 
or things not specifically authorized by him to go or remain 
thereon or therein.

Peace Corps Personnel System 


White House Announcement and Text of Executive 
Order 11250. Dated October 10, 1965. Released 
October 11, 1965 


Public Law 89-134, which was enacted on August 24, 
1965, created an entirely new personnel system for the 
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Peace Corps. This system comes into: effect on October 
10. Under it the employment of our Peace Corps staff, 
except present career employees in. the lower grades, will 
be limited to 5 years. Thus, Peace Corps employees will 
be placed in essentially the same position as that of Peace 
Corps volunteers, who serve in the Peace Corps for a 
limited period of time and then move on to give others 
the same opportunity. 

President Johnson has signed an Executive order which 
delegates to the Secretary of State authority to transfer 
Peace Corps employees into this new personnel system. 
This authority in turn will be delegated by the Secretary 
to Sargent Shriver, the Director of the Peace Corps, who 
will actually put the system into effect. 


Executive Order 11250 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE PEACE CorPs IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Peace 
Corps Act (75 Stat. 612) and Section 301 of Title 3 of 
the United States Code, and as President of the United 
States, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

Section 1. Executive Order No. 11041 of August 6, 
1962, is hereby amended as follows: 

(1) By substituting for the preamble of the Order the 
following: 

“By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Peace 
Corps Act (75 Stat. 612) and Section 301 of Title 3 of 


the United States Code, and as President of the United 
States, it is. ordered as follows:”. 

(2) By. re-lettering subsection (c) of Section 101 as 
subsection (d) and by inserting immediately before that 
subsection the following : 

“(c) The functions of prescribing regulations and 
making determinations conferred: upon the President by 
Section 5(b) of the Act of August 24, 1965 (79 Stat. 
551), are hereby delegated to the Secretary of State.” 

(3) By substituting for Section 302 the following: 

“Sec. 302. Determination. Pursuant to Section 10 
(d) of the Act, it is hereby determined to be in further- 
ance of the purposes of the Act that functions authorized 
thereby may be performed without regard to the appli- 
cable laws specified in Sections 1 and 2 and with or 
without consideration as specified in Section 3 of Execu- 
tive Order No. 11223 of May 12, 1965 (30 F.R. 6635), 
but, except as may be inappropriate, subject to limitations 
set forth in that order.” 

Sec. 2. The provisions of this Order shall be deemed 
to have become effective as of August 24, 1965, except 
that Section 1(3) hereof‘ shall be-deemed to have become 
effective as of May 12, 1965.

Statement by the President on the Anniversary of General Pulaski’s Death. 
October IT, 1965 


Today, we pay homage to a young Polish nobleman who gave his 


life that this Nation might be free. 


One hundred and eighty-six years ago, Casimir Pulaski, Brigadier 
General of the Continental Army, died of wounds received in the Battle 


of Savannah. 


He came to America because, as he once said, “Wherever on the 
globe men are fighting for liberty, it is as if it were our own affair.” 


And so today, as we pause to honor this brave man, we are reminded 


of the great bonds of friendship that have always. existed between the 
people of the United States and the people of Poland. It is now our 
intention to strengthen those bonds. We will build bridges across the 
gulf that has divided. us for too many years now. They will be bridges 
of increased trade, of ideas, of visitors, and of humanitarian aid. We 
know that these bridges will be Poland’s best hope for the future—and 
knowing that, we pledge ourselves to their completion. 
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And on this anniversary of Pulaski’s death, we also rededicate our 
Nation to the cause he so nobly advanced. The torch has long since 
passed to us, and we know that “Wherever on the globe men are fighting 
for liberty, it is as if it were our own affair.” We pledge ourselves to 
that cause, too.

Statement by the President on the Eve of the Anniversary of Columbus’ First 
Voyage to America. October 11, 1965 


We celebrate Columbus Day tomorrow. It is the day when school- 
children across the Nation marvel at the greatness of a man who braved 
the unknown. It is the day when adults reflect on the beginnings of our 
civilization. 

But we honor more than Columbus the man. We honor the quali- 
ties that made him great: qualities of daring, imagination, determination, 
and courage. These are qualities that all Americans hold dear. They 
drew the Pilgrims to these shores; they prodded the pioneers westward; 
they spurred Lindbergh across the Atlantic; and now they urge us to 
explore the heavens. 

But we cannot honor Columbus without being reminded of other 
Italians who have contributed so much to our civilization. From Ves- 
pucci to Fermi to Toscanini, America has been enriched by the blood of 
Italy flowing in its veins. 

As we honor the first Italian-American, we honor all the others who 
came after.

Our processors have gained ready access to essential raw 
materials, and have profited from the stimulus of keener 
competition. Consumers have enjoyed the wide range of 
choice which the world market provides. 


But we have only begun. We mast build on past suc- 
cess to achieve greater well-being for America, and for all 
the world’s peoples. In particular, we must make every 
effort to assure the success of the current Geneva negotia- 


tions, known as the Kennedy Round. 


In this International Cooperation Year of 1965, all 
nations should pledge themselves to work together for the 
steady expansion of commerce. Continuing its steady 
course begun in 1934, the United States will do its part in 
achieving that goal.

Request for Supplemental 
Appropriations 


Announcement of the President’s Request to Congress 
for Funds for Various Federal Departments and 
Agencies. October 15, 1965 


President Johnson today submitted a request to Con- 
gress for supplemental appropriations amounting to $186,- 
600,000 for various departments and agencies. 

Half of the funds requested, $93,040,000, will finance 
various programs authorized by the Highway Beautifica- 
tion Act of 1965—$80,000,000 of this amount will be used 
to provide grants-in-aid for landscape and roadside de- 





velopment with the remainder used to meet costs in- 
curred for: 
—compensating sign and property owners for the 
removal of billboards, 
—removing and relocating junkyards, 
—screening other junkyards. 

The sum of $84,000,000 is requested to provide the 
Small Business Administration with funds to make loans to 
persons and businesses who suffer property losses due to 
physical disasters. This request, in addition to the amount 
of $76,000,000 requested earlier, will meet the current 
estimate of loan requirements arising from recent physical 
disasters. 

The rest of the funds requested by the President is for 
the legislative branch, facilities for the International Pa- 
cific Halibut Commission, and for the expansion and 
improvement of vocational rehabilitation services and 
facilities.

The President’s Greetings to the 
Consumer Advisory Council 


Text of Remarks Prepared for Delivery by the 
Vice President. October 15, 1965 


I am asking our very able Vice President to convey to 
you my greetings and best wishes for a most successful con- 
ference. 

I had planned to meet with you myself today, but my 
doctors claimed a prior appointment with me. However, 
my stay in the hospital does not diminish my deep interest 
in affairs of the consumer. 

I have stressed to you before the vital importance of 
your mission, but this is something that cannot be re- 
peated too often. You represent the voice of the Ameri- 
can housewife in Government. That is enough to justify 
your efforts. But your role is vastly greater. You are 
working for every citizen in our land, because every citi- 
zen is a consumer. 

American consumers today are benefiting from the long- 
est peacetime expansion in history. Since 1961: 


—Personal consumption has expanded 32 percent, 
with all this means in the way of rising living 
standards; 

—Wages and salaries have increased by 33 percent, 
or $90 billion, an amount greater than the Nation’s 
entire food bill in 1960; 

Purchasing power has increased; the average 
weekly earnings of manufacturing workers rose 22 
percent; 

—And prices have risen comparatively little. 
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Consumers have also benefited recently from the great- 
est income tax cut in our Nation’s history. In the past 
few months the people have begun to benefit from: the 
excise tax reduction, putting still more purchasing power 
into their hands. The latest report indicates that 90 per- 
cent of excise tax reductions are being passed on to con- 
sumers. 

Before we reduced excise taxes, we reached a general 
understanding that all the reduction would be passed along 
to consumers. I am directing the Council of Economic 
Advisers to conduct a thorough recheck immediately to 
see that all establishments are keeping faith and passing all 
excise tax reductions to the consumers. 

Since the Council was established, still other significant 
developments benefited consumers: 


—The Office of Economic Opportunity has made 
17 grants, totaling over $893,000, for the develop- 
ment of consumer education programs throughout 
the country. 

—The Federal. Power Commission not only stemmed 
the rising cost of natural gas, it retroactively re- 
duced rates. As a result, over $650 million has 
been refunded and there is now an annual reduc- 
tion of $130 million in natural gas costs to the 
American consumer. Further, the Commission’s 
National Power Survey estimates that by 1980 as 
much as $11 billion per year cam be saved in the 
cost of electricity for Americans. 

—The Federal Communications Commission moved 
to reduce the rates of interstate telephone costs. 
This means estimated savings of $100 million a 
year for American consumers. 

—The Civil Aeronautics Board reduced domestic 
air fares, air cargo rates, and trans-Atlantic fares 
which will amount to an eventual saving of over 
$50 million annually for consumers. 

—Legislation has been passed protecting consumers 
from the indiscriminate sale and use of dangerous 
drugs. 

—The National Food Marketing Commission, estab- 
lished last year by the Congress at my request, has 
held hearings to study the widening spread be- 
tween what the farmer receives and what the con- 
sumer pays for food. Its recommendations, when 
implemented, will undoubtedly benefit consumers. 
In the meantime, it is gratifying to note that food 
prices are stable, and that good nutritional food 
can be obtained at reasonable prices. 

The list could go on and on—for virtually every piece 
of legislation affects consumers. The record is indispu- 
table—consumers have benefited greatly. 

But this is not the time to look back in self-satisfaction. 
It is the time to look ahead. 

One of the greatest contributions this Consumer Ad- 
visory Council can make will be to identify the needs of 
consumers, now and in the years ahead, and to recommend 
programs to fill their needs. 
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There are several areas in which I would recommend 
your careful interest: 

First, business-consumer relations. 1 believe the time 
has come to bury forever the myth that furthering the in- 
terest of the consumer must be at the expense of the pro- 
ducer. There is, I am convinced, a common interest be- 
tween Americans in their capacity as producers and in 
their capacity as consumers. This mutuality must be 
emphasized. 

Second, adequate consumer information. Prosperity 
depends just as much on the freedom of consumers to 
make informed choices as it does on the ingenuity of busi- 
ness and labor. In our modern age, when the market- 
place has become more complex, more impersonal, and 
more national in character, consumers must be kept ade- 
quately informed. 

And third, groups needing special attention. Low-in- 
come consumers and other special groups— including the 
elderly, teenagers, and new family units—deserve ade- 
quate solutions for their particular problems. 

I will continue to support the Congress in its move 
towards more adequate consumer legislation. Informed 
consumer choice among increasingly varied and complex 
products requires information concerning price, quantity, 
and quality. Greater truth in packaging will help protect 
consumers. More disclosure of facts in lending will help 
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thereby help avoid the personal tragedy of being over- 
burdened with debt. 

Through the Committee on Consumer Interests, Fed- 
eral agencies will continue to call on the Consumer Ad- 
visory Council for expert and timely advice on specific 
issues. The Consumer Advisory Council can render val- 
uable assistance by recommending further steps: 

—to improve consumer education in the Nation’s 
schools; 

—to meet the information needs of modern-day con- 
sumers; and 

—to take a fresh look at how adequately the Federal 
Government is equipped to serve and protect the 
consumer interest. 

I am confident that you who are gathered here today 
will discharge your important and unique function with 
honor and distinction. 

A large share of credit for the progress we have made— 
and will make in the future—must go to Esther Peterson. 
Through her leadership and her dedication, a new day has 
dawned for every American consumer. 

We thank her—and we thank you—for the entire Na- 
tion.
